T h e G rant-Jolinsozi C ontroversy—G eneral 
líu tle r In terview ed . 
New Y'ohk, October23d.—The Commercial 
Advertiser publishes an interview with Gen­ 
eral liutier, by its Boston correspondent, on 
the Grant-Johnson controversy. General 
Butler says there are many reasons why 
the charge that Johnson desired to revolu­ 
tionize the Government was not brought up 
in the impeachment trial. The chief reason, 
and a conclusive one, was that the offense 
was not charged in the articles of impeach­ 
ment, and he (Butler), as counsel in the 
case, did not care to offer incompetent tes­ 
timony. The charge was not embodied in 
the articles of impeachment because it 
could not ho proved. The talk between 
■General Grant and Johnson, his Com- 
mauder-in-Chicf, was in the nature ol a 
privileged communication, and that Gen­ 
eral Grant so held was shown by the 
fact 
that 
he 
did 
not 
disclose 
it 
till long after ¡Johnson’s Meath. 
“ There 
was another proiect of Piemdent Johnson’s 
as to revolutionizing the Government, some 
of the details of which were partially 
known at the time, but which could not be 
proven, which liad not taken the form of 
action, and which were not brought into 
tlie im peachment proceedings. 
1 myself 
had sonic very strong moral evidence upon 
two questions, which I did not care to 
make known to the public in the impeach­ 
ment proceedings, hut one of which I in­ 
vestigated secretly as Chairman of the 
committee for that purpose, and while 
there was disclosed to me some very dam­ 
aging facts, under the circumstances they 
were not so conclusive that i deemed it 
proper to exhibit an article of impeach­ 
m ent against the President of the United 
States in that behalf. 1 still retain some 
of the instrum ents 
of evidence 
that 
strongly tend to support my belief. The 
other proposition of Johnson, to control 
the Government—differing from that of 
General Grant in the measures to be taken, 
but not m the end to be reached—it now 
seems to me for the first time must have 
been made after General Grant had refused 
to accede to Johnson’s proposition, and 
knowing now what had been said to Grant, 
it would seem to show that the proposition 
was entertained because of Grant’s refusal, 
and while what was known to me in re­ 
gard to it gave me a strong belief, it was 
not in a shape to he brought before the 
public.” General Butler declined to say 
what these proofs were, and intim ated that 
they would probable not be made public 
until after iiis death. 


t h e o d iu m c h a r g e . 
W ashington, October 23d—W. W. W ar­ 
den, wi:o was assistant Private Secretary to 
President Johnson, and who lias already 
been quoted in these dispatches, says that 
the charge made in the New York Sun that 
President Johnson was addicted to the use 
of opium, and to this fact may be attrib­ 
uted many of his eccentricities, is absurd. 
” 1 saw a great deal of Mr. Johnson, par­ 
ticularly at.night,’ said Mr. Warden, “ and 
1 was entirely familiar with his habits, 
both by day and night. 1 am positive that 
he never used opium in any form. Had lie 
used it stealthily he could not have con­ 
cealed the fact from me, for I had had 
enough experience with the drug, having 
been a druggist at one time, to detect its 
effects without any difficulty. Mr. Johnson 
was not a drinking- man, although lie took 
his drink, as most men did in those days. 
Ilis favorite beverage was good rum . H e 
never used opium though ; of that I am 
positive.” 


STATEMENT OF ADMIRAL AMMEN. 
P hiladelphia, October 23d.—A state­ 
ment by Admiral Animen relative to Gen­ 
eral Grant's part in the boisterous tim e of 
Johnson’s administration is made public 
here to-day. A minen relates that General 
Sherman, speaking to him some time ago, 
stated that he (Sherman . upon being called 
to W ashington by President Johnson, went 
first to Grant’s house, immediately upon 
arriving in the Capital. General Grant said 
there was a disposition in the Cabinet to 
get rid of him (Grant). A proposition had 
been made to send him to Mexico, hut he 
hail determined not to go. 
He said he 
Would stand a Court-martial first. “ Well, 
what do they want of m e?” said Sherman. 
” I do not know,” was Grant’s reply. 
Sherman then went direct to the Presi­ 
dent, w ithout 
waiting 
to 
visit 
any 
one else. “ Mr. President,” said Sherman. 
“ this is a diplomatic mission, and General 
Gram will not go upon it. and he will dis­ 
obey Ihe order if it is issued.” The Presi­ 
dent seemed very much surprised, and said 
lie had a very great regard for General 
Grant, and would not like to do anything 
disrespectful to him. Sherman rem arked: 
” If it will relieve the Executive of any 
embarrassment, I will go down mvself.” 
“ Very well, if you will go, that settles it,” 
said the President; “ and it will be just as 
w ell.’ Five days later General Sherman 
took a steamer for the Gulf. “ Thus,” said 
Sherman, in stating the m atter to Ammcn, 
“ was ttie difficulty, so far as Grant was con­ 
cerned. bridged over, and be was kept from 
an open rupture with the Executive. My 
opinion is that they desired to get rid of 
him, and keep him from being a candidate 
for the Presidency. 
What they wanted of 
me, in case General Grant was sent out of 
the country, I do not know. The discus­ 
sion between President Johnson and my­ 
self never got that far.” 


FURTHER CORROBORATION. 


N ew Y o r k , October 24th— a . m.— A Trib­ 
une special says : State Senator Arkell was 
told by General Grant at Mount McGregor : 
“ I have been called as commander of the 
arm y to conclude the suppression of one 
rebellion, and have been personally the 
means of preventing a subsequent civil 
war, menacing and dangerous, yet of which 
little is known.” 


RECOLLECTIONS OF A WALL STREET OPERA­ 
TOR. 
A venerable W all-street operator told a 
Tribune representative: “ I remember the 
time well when a m inor struck the street 
that some portentious disturbance was 
brewing in W ashington, and Government 
securities dropped terribly for some un ­ 
known cause. The cause of the depres­ 
sion was found to have originated in 
Baltimore. Subsequently, when the im m e­ 
diate trouble was over, it was ascertained 
to have been based upon information pro­ 
cured hv Bob Johnson, the President’s Pri­ 
vate Secretary, who had surreptitiously 
copied and sold portions of the draft of an 
intended proclamation, in which President 
Johnson proposed to declare Congress ad­ 
journed, and to demand a full representa­ 
tion from the seceded States as the only 
constitutional body he would recognize.” 
This corroborates Depew’s recent state­ 
ment. It shows how much larger than we 
knew is the debt we owe the silent hero, 
who stood between the wild and infatuated 
ambition of a weak but stubborn man, and 
a great national calamity.

Edmunds closed his brief ad­ 
dress in a voice scarcely above ¿i whisper. 
There were loud calls for Kvarts. and 
when lie appeared on- the platforju some 
one in the audience called out, ” H urrah 
for our next President.” Cheers followed 
this sally, and the Senator excused himself 
from making a speech, as also did General 
Carr, candidate lor Lieutenant-Governor.

First—You will forthwith lKist a notice in a 
conspicuous place in your office, specifying the 
township that has been surveyed, and stating 
that the plat or survey win he tiled in your 
office ou a day to be fixed by you. aud named in 
tile notice, which shall be not less than thirty 
days from the date of such notice, anil that ou 
and after such day you will be prepared to re­ 
ceive applications for the entry of lands in gneh 
township. 
Secona—You will also send a copy of such no­ 
tice to ttie Postmaster of the postoilices nearest 
the land, aiul a copy to each clerk of a Court of 
record in your district, with a request that the 
same be conspicuously posted in their rvsnec 
live offices. 
Third—You will furnish the public press in 
your district with copies of such notice, as a 
matter of new-. 
Fourth—You will give such further publicity 
of the matter in answ er to inquiries (tor which 
you will charge no fee), and otherwise as you 
may he able to without incurring advertising 
expenses.

R ecord-U n io s : In accordance w ith 
your su g e s tió n that a succinct statem ent 
o f m ethods and results o f th e work o f the 
agricultural departm ent o f the U n iversity 
w ould be of interest to your readers, 1 give 
a brief account o f what has been done and 
is being done at the present tim e. 
It is needless to repeat and discuss here 
the oft-told talo of the slight attendance ol 
students at this ss well as at other agri­ 
cultural colleges where no provision is 
made for preparatory education of the 
bigh-sohool grade, but only for what may 
ha called the professional studies. 
Nor 
will I discuss the wisdom of the State law 
forbidding this expedient for filling the 
halls of the University. 
That can hardly 
be questioned in its bearing upon other 
protcssions than that of the farmer. 
Deal­ 
ing with facts as they are, and with the 
com mon saying that “ farming can only be 
learned on the 
farm ” (which is true 
enough with certain essential limitations) 
on the one hand, and the singularly m is­ 
taken idea that " anybody can be a farmer " 
on the other, we find that but few young 
men come to us for the wider instruction 
in the fundamentals of agriculture that in 
older countries forms the leaders of pro­ 
gress, v iz : the 


PR O FESSIO N A L A G RICU LTU RA L 1IX I’If RTS. 
The demand for the latter class is as yet 
very limited in this new country, where 
the unexhausted soil yields to indifferent 
culture results nearly as good, under ordi­ 
nary circumstances, us could Ire attained by 
the more rational and elaborate methods 
practiced in older com m unities; and so 
Ling as this state o f tilings Inste, I doubt 
that thcnum berof agricultural students on 
our rolls will be large under any organiza­ 
tion whatsoever. 
It will be otherwise 
when the shoe shall begin to pinch, after 
the first flush of fertility is exhausted ; and 
the best proof of this is the great and rap­ 
idly increasing demand for information 0:1 
all imaginable topics connected with agri­ 
culture, that tuxes to the utmost the work­ 
ing powers of our laboratories, as well as nt 
the brains th,.t have to consider, elaborate 
and answer the 


NUM EROUS AND M ULTI V IC IO U S QUESTIONS 
Thus coming before them. 
A similar ex­ 
perience in ether States having prepared 
me for this state of things, I determined, 
soon after taking charge o f the agricultural 
department of the University, io address 
m y work directly to the parents o f the sons 
who fail to attend the agricultural course 
o f instruction ; and thus has arisen the 
“ experiment station” work which now oc­ 
cupies the greater part of the tim e of m yself 
and assistants, 
it should, however, be 
clearly understood that not only is instruc­ 
tion in agriculture and “ the branches of 
knowledge related thereto" provided for 
and actually in progress on behalf of those 
who do attend, but also admission to such 
courses is not conditioned upon therequire- 
m ents of admission for “ regulars'udents” 
who desire to graduate, but ure open to all 
whose knowledge enables to pursue them 
with profit; 
and that special courses ou 
subjects such as dairying, viticulture, wine 
m aking, etc., intelligible to any one havi g 
a fair ciucation, are given whenever u 
class for such study can be found. 


T H E E X P E R IM E N T STA TION W ORK 
Was originally based upon a plan for an 
agricultural survey of the State. That, so 
far as concerns field work—actual travel for 
the examination o f the agricultural lauds 
and other resources—has been realized only 
for a short time, under the auspices o f the 
tenth census. 
The outcome of this oppor­ 
tunity was the " Report on fho Physical 
and Agricultural Features of California,” 
which forms a part of Vol. VI. o f the 
Tenth Census Reports, and of which a spe­ 
cial edition has been circulated in the State 
by Dewey &Co., of San Franciaco, us well 
as through a separate Government repiiut 
outside of the State. 
It oontains the first 
attempt of an agricultural map of the State, 
showing approximately the arras occupied 
by the several general classes of land s; but 
its closer elaboration into detail is greatly 
needed, and data for that porpes- -.re con­ 
stantly being collected and entered. 
These 
are m ostly obtained through reports accom­ 
panying samples of soils sent tor exam ina­ 
tion, or analysis, as the case may be. tíucli 
exam inations form a considerable propor­ 
tion of the work in the general agricultural 
laboratory. 


T H E COLLECTION OP BOILS 
Thus gradually accumulated, and repre­ 
senting localities widely 
scattered over 
the 
State, 
now 
embraces a thousand 
samples, 
which 
are 
arranged 
under 
the 
heads 
of 
the 
counties 
from 
which 
they come. 
Up to this date, 
about 100 complete soil analyses, and a 
large number of partial ones,' have been 
mafia and the results reported; but the 
rapidity with which these somewhat labor­ 
ious exam inations can ba made is far be­ 
hind the demand for them, so that the 
docket is generally full for several m onths 
ill advance. 
It is always required o f those 
applying for them, that full information 
regarding the lands concerned shall bo 
given, 
so 
as 
fo 
render 
the 
re­ 
sults of 
public 
and not 
merely 
of 
private interest, and this is the more ne­ 
cessary as soil analysis cannot, like the 
assay of an ore, convey a definite indica­ 
tion of the value of the land, unless other 
prevailing conditions are also take.n into 
account. 
Printed directions for giving this 
class of information arc forwarded to all 
w ho desire it. 
EXAMINATION OE WATERS. 
The kind of information most in demand, 
next to that regarding soils, is in relation 
to waters, whether for irrigation or domes­ 
tic use, the presence of alkali in certain 
parís of the State rendering this a question 
o f no mean importance to settlers and in­ 
vestors, especially in connection with the 
kind and am ount o f alkali already present 
in the soils. In some cases it is thus shown 
that the water of an artesian well wiil 
sensibly neutralize and render innocuous 
the aik tli o f tin- soil. 
In other cases (as in 
that of Tulare Lake), it is shown that the 
use of such water would inevitably result 
in the ruin of the soil. 
As regards pot­ 
able waters, it has but too often been shown 
by the exam ination that those used in cer­ 
tain regions were unfit for daily use, and 
wo-re the cause of reputed unhcalthincss of 
the locality. 
In many cases sim ple m eth­ 
ods for correcting the quality of waters for 
use have been pointed out. 
The number 
of water exam inations has o! late consider­ 
ably exceeded that of soil analysis. 


REDEMPTION OF ALKALI LANDS, BTC. 
The study of the alkali soils of the State 
has led to an understanding of the means 
by which they may be rendered cultivafa- 
ble, or by which tiie usually observed in­ 
crease or " rise of the alkali" may be pre­ 
vented or diminished. 
It has also been 
shown that, when these precautions are 
observed, a great many of these soils raav 
take their place among the most produc­ 
tive of the State 
It may safely ba said 
that nowhere has the alkali problem been 
so fully studied as in California, although 
the attention o f the Government of India 
has long and peremptorily been drawn to 
it by the lamentable results of overirriga­ 
tion in the northwest province» of that 
country. The reports of the Indian Com­ 
missions on this subject, lately received, 
contain so much that should bo a tim ely 
warning to California irrigators that I think 
• the publication of copious extracts there­ 
from w ill be a public benefit. 
In addition to the above chief classes of 
subjects, exam inations of marls and other 
natural or artificial fertilisers; of natural 
and manufactured vegetable products of all 
kinds, woods, barks, fruits, seeds, roots; 
the identification of plants, of insects use­ 
ful and noxious, or various remedies for 
the latter, etc., are constantly called for; 
and sometimes information regarding sub­ 
jects wildly remote from the reasonable 
aoope of an agricultural experiment station 
is asked, and, in the absence of other 
sources of information, given as far as 
practicable. 
THE VITKNtLTTTHAL RABO BA TO RT 
Forms another and separate department, 
the scope of whose work has created so 


large a tnplc of discussion of late, that It 
would be superfluous todw ell upon it here. 
Suffice to say that to do ell the work need­ 
ful to be done, and elsewhere expected of a 
viticultural station, would alone require 
m y entire tim e and appliances greatly 
superior to those now at com m and. 
A nd 
yet the grow ing im portance of this indus­ 
try should com m and nothing less, at least, 1 
than w hat is done, at each of the num erous * 
stations of France and G erm any, w here 
th e m ain features o f th e m aking and m ar­ 
keting of wines have long ago been fi rm ed 
into rules-of-thum b th at are generally u n ­ 
derstood, w hile here ail is yet to be learned 
anew . In the pi. suit of th is needed know l­ 
edge, sonic ninety odd sam ples of single 
w ines and blends were ferm ented a t tho 
viticultural laboratory during the vintage 
Beam n o f 188», and analyses o f these, us 
well as of num erous sam ples sent in by 
w inem akers, have been m ade and partly 
published in bulletin form . 
A connected 
report oi th ■ viticultural work done during 
the years 1883 and 1884 is now in course of 
preparation and w ill ho published before 
Christm as. 


T H E PROPAGATIO N GROUNDS. 
T he garden of econom ic p lan ts; 
the 
standard orchard, w ith its 500 varieties of 
f ru it; the experim ental field; th e propa­ 
gating beds and greenhouses, w hich servo 
partly for the illustration of botanical in ­ 
struction, bu t m o d largely for th e grow ing 
of plants intended for experim ental culture 
and distribution, form another departm ent 
o f considerable extent and im portance, to 
w hich nddltions are continually being m ade 
from all countries o f the world likely to 
furn;sh culture plants th at m ight he of use 
in this State. 
O ur plan is generally to pro­ 
cure seeds or plants and propagate them 
until a sufficient supply is obtained for dis­ 
tribution to the several portions of the 
.Suite where it is likely th at the culture 
would bo successful. Such distributions 
have been m ade for several years post, ftom 
70J to 800 packages, partly seeds, partly 
living plants, being sent out each year. 
Circulars requesting reports of results have 
been lately issued, and answ ers arc now 
com ing in. 
A m ong the 


SEEDS AND TLANTS D ISTR IR U TED 
Is a large num ber of cereals im ported from 
Europe, and of w hich several give great 
prom ise of usefulttess, the Carob tree, E u ­ 
ropean oak, cam phor tree, black w attle 
{Acacia Dccurrcna, im portant for its tan 
hark), cinchona. Pistachio n ut, Sicilian and 
V enetian sum achs, Spanish olives, caper 
plant, New Zealand flax, ram ie, ('hiñese 
buckw heat, E sparto grass ; a n um ber of 
grasses, clovers and other forage plants, 
som e adapted to alkali soils; 
the insect 
powder or bultach plants, several varieties 
of bambooB, etc. O ther econom ically useful 
plants, now grow ing on tho grounds, have 
not as yet been propagated sufficiently to 
justify distribution ; 
wbllo of a n u m ­ 
ber of 
others, 
th e culture has 
been 
show n to be hopeless or valueless w ithin 
the State. From the standard orchard scions 
arc sent out to all who desire them , and 
new varieties are secured for trial. 
R esist­ 
ant grape vines have also in the past been 
distributed to phylloxera-infested districts 
for trial, after testing both their grafting 
qualities and their resistance a t th e infested 
plot on the grounds. 
R ut the presence of 
the phylloxera has rendered it inexpedient 
to attem pt an y general distribution of grape 
varieties, th e m ore as nurserym en take in 
hand actively alm ost all th at is of value. 
C uttings of the H uasco raisin grape, of 
Chile, carefully disinfected, although unin- 
festi d, has been the only viue sent out gen­ 
erally. 
W ORK OF C O R EB 8PO N D 5H C S. 
Not th e least laborious part o f tho work 
is the extensive corresponden to involved, 
which, during th e planting season, often 
assum es such pr :portions as to render it 
im possible to give it prom pt attention, 
tunoe in m any cases the answ ers w anted in ­ 
volve considerable reflection and research. 
Over 400 such letters have been w ritten by 
myself, personally, during the past year, and 
probably h alf as m any m ore by assistants. 
Som etim es the inform ation asked can bo 
furnished In print, by sending “ bulletins" 
already issued; but notw ithstanding this 
expedient; there is a steady increase in tho 
num ber of letters required to bo w ritten 
each year. 
T he 


PL'U LICATIO N OF RESULTS 
A nd discussions has w ithin the last two 
years been m ade m ore prom pt and effect­ 
ual by the issue of frequent " bulletins'' 
(of w hich No. 45 lias inst been issued), 
short enough, as a rule, for insertion in the 
colum ns of dailies and weeklies, nr.d giv­ 
ing the substance o f th e m atter w hich is 
ultim ately embodied in ih e annual reports 
of the College of A rchitecture. T he latter 
thereby lose considerably in novelty, but 
th eir chiefly im portant "points are "much 
m ore w idely dissem inated than w ould be 
feasible through the lim ited n u m b er of 
copies (1 900) which is allow ed for distri­ 
bution by the Stale law. 
Som e of these 
reports are now out of print. 
O f three 
(1379. 1882 an d 1S81). a num ber o f copies 
is Htill on hand, and are m ailed free on ap­ 
plication; as are aiso th e bulletins and 
o ther publications of the departm ent. 


PR ESEN T IM PO RTA NT SE R V IC E . 
In closing t.his 
cursory statem ent, I 
should not. o m it to say th at a necessary dis­ 
cretion is exercised in regard to w hat’m ay 
and m ay no t be properly considered as 
being of sufficient general interest to en­ 
title it to ihe (gratuitous) attention of the 
experim ent station, in th e way of analysis 
or other labor. 
As the result of th e neces­ 
sary exercise of th is discretion, com plaints 
som etim es arise; but it is self-evident th at 
th e line of our work should be draw n where 
th at oi the nurserym an and ootnmercial 
chem ist begins. 
We deal w ith m atters of 
m ore or less general interest, thq Investiga­ 
tion of which, though it m ay m aterially 
interest 
m any 
individuals, yet 
would 
not usually 
be 
undertaken 
by 
them , 
thus 
retarding industrial developm ent. 
To stim ulate th e latter by suggestions and 
intelligent help at critical points I consider 
as being, at this tim e, th e m ost im portant 
service tho A gricultural College can render 
to the people of California.

An article it} H oard's Daa-yc.an, upon 
drying off and m ilking before calving, says : 
If cows ore not properly dried 
off, if 
m ilk in considerable arncrbiit is allow ed to 
collect and rem ain in th e udder, after ceas­ 
ing to m ilk regularly, there is great danger 
from perm anent obstruction o f th e m ilk 
flow in the future. If the quantity secreted 
is not large, nature m ay he able to take 
care of it by absorbing it again info the 
system, h u t if the flow is large, the absorb­ 
ing vessels are unable to dispose o f th e ex­ 
cess, and the m ilk then becomes as a for­ 
eign substance; to bo - disposed of in the 
n ext best way not to endanger the life of 
the anim al. 
It is a good rule to m ilk a 
drying-up cow ju st often enough to keep 
the m ilk ducts Iree from clotting m ilk. As 
calving tinic approaches, extra care should 
be taken to see th at the udder does not be­ 
come too m uch crowded w ith m ilk. 
Soma 
are opposed to m ilking a cow, even ctit so 
litll ¿ ju st before calving. 
Wo were re­ 
cently told th a t m ilking at that tim e, and 
starting the “ p ith " from the teats, would 
cause a cow to afterw ards leak her m ilk, a 
m ere w him handed down from generation 
to generation w ithout th e leasl foundation 
in fact, and w ith 110 other reason than 
accom panies m ost other old w him s. 
A n easy m ilker m ay leak h er m ilk 
w henever the udder boot,m es overcrowded, 
but a hard m ilker is a hard m ilker for 
life, and no am ount of m ilk previous to 
calving can change her character in this 
regard. 
T ho only possible injurious effect 
th at could follow m ilking from an in- 
flauted udder w ould be a little possible 
robbing of th e unborn calf, and a changing 
of th e character i f th e first m ilk the calf 
gets after birth. 
M ilking clean several 
tim es previous to the b irth of th e calf 
would tnukc the m ilk m ore liko common 
m ilk, w hile the first nteul the calf usually 
gets is largely m ade u p of w hat is termed 
colostrum , a substance th a t acts favorably 
on the bowels of the young calf. 
W e have 
no doubt th at we saved valuable heifers as 
m ilkers, by draw ing the m ilk, when neces­ 
sary, several days previous to their first 
calving. 
Do not let a cow or heifer pain 
from un overorowdc-d udder before calving. 
It is all wrong and there is not a shadow 
of an excuse for it. 


B E E F OR BUTTER. 
A correspondent to the Siririt of tho Farm, 
w riting of the cheapest factor for convert­ 
ing vegetable m atter into hum an food, w vs 
A nd this question has to be considered in 
nearly all cf our agricultural industries. 
A nd prom inent am ong these is the cattle 
interest. 
A nd the question w hich suggests 
itself as to this industry is, w hether the 
beef strain or butter strain of cattle, is the 
cheapest factor for the conversion of vegeta­ 
ble m atter into hum an food? 
A nd th at 
strain is preferable and m ore profitable, anti 
consequently will be in greater dem and, 
w hich will m ost cheaply attain this end. 
A nd the cham pions of either strain are re­ 
quested to present their argum ents pro and 
eon. 
A cow of the butter strain th at will 
produce a pound of butter a day, or three 
hundred nr.d sixty-five pounds of butter a 
year, and at tw enty cents a pound will bring 
$73 ; th at is th e value of her product for 
one year, the butterm ilk and her calf not 
taken into tho estim ate. 
Charge gracing, 
hay and m e a l; w hat will th is be w orth? 
and deduct from grass profit. 
A steer of 
the beef strain tit three years of age, is 
w orth $90. 
Charge grazing, hay, com , etc., 
for three years, aud deduct price of these 
from th e $90, and the rem ainder will be the 
n et profit. 
Not being fam iliar w ith the 
am ount of food consum ed by either strain, 
or the value o f cither, I m ake no statem ent 
as to this point. 
But I should like to see a 
statem ent by som e person fam iliar w ith 
th e cost of both productions, and th en we 
w ould be near the solution o f the question 
as to w hich is the cheaper factor for the 
conversion cf vegetable m atter into hum an 
food. 
LONG I'E U N IN O OF MUSCATS. 
J. M. A sher, o f the Cajon V alley, San 
Diego county, writes to lite Rural JYras as 
follows : 
“ My vineyard is divided off into 
one and half-acre blocks. 
Last spring in ­ 
stead of p ru n in g nil m y vines the usual 
w ay—stub or short pruning—I pruned one 
block by selecting two branches, th e best, 
and bringing them into a lino w ith the 
rows running north and south and leav­ 
ing them six feet long. Som e of tuy neigh­ 
bors thought I had m ade a m istake, and 
th at m y grapes w ould all burn tip. 
They 
did get pretty well scorched. 
I am now 
cutting tuy crop, and find th e new p ru n ­ 
ing tut ning out twice as m any first class 
raisin grapes, and m ore than tw ice as 
m uch, taking ail grado?, than the old way 
of pruning. 
T he adjoining block, with 
w hich the com parison is being m ade, was 
planted the sam e day and has received the 
sam e care in even- respect, except this 
year’s change in pruning. 
I am very busy 
now, but w hen m y raisins are m arketed 
will fpve, if desired, moro exact particu­ 
lars." 
MAKING SHERRY WINKS. 


A note from Mr. W etm ore, Chief V iti­ 
cultural 
Officer, 
says; 
“ E xperim ents 
now 
being 
m ade by 
the Com mission 
tow ards tho production of natural sherry, 
give prom ise of m ore or less success. 
For 
tho inform ation of the public, as there are 
so m any w ho do n o t seem to understand 
how natural sherry is produced, a brief 
statem ent is hero given. 
N atural sherry, 
us produced In Spain, >s not, as m any sup­ 
pose, sw eetish wine, or even alw ays of high 
alcoholic strength. 
Laying aside the ques­ 
tion of quality, technically speaking, a 
sherry wino is a w hite w ine ferm ented 
thoroughly dry, and left after th e first rack­ 
ing in casks, w hich are never kept full, 
access of the atm osphere being perm itted fo 
the surface of the wino. 
M ost wines 
treated in this way w ill tu rn to vine­ 
gar. 
Those 
w hich 
are suitable for 
th e production of sherry resist th e effect 
of 
the atm osphere, 
so far as .Rectifi­ 
cation is concerned, b ut becom e changed 
by reason cff the action of the oxygen, so as 
to develop the w ell-know n sherry taste, 
which is described, technically, as oxida­ 
tion of th e alcohol, 
W ines th at will pro­ 
duce sherry natural m ay often be found to 
develop on their surface a scum , consisting 
of a certain gum of fungoid nature, know n 
by scientists as tho my coderma. vini. 
These 
germ s acting upon tlm nleohol in w ine con­ 
sum e it m ore or less, yet do not convert it 
into acetic acid. 
In fact, the presence of 
this germ is a protection of th e wino 
against acetificado!!. O rdinary wines treat­ 
ed in the sam e wav become oovered w ith 
7aycoderma accti, w hich converts the liquor 
into vinegar. W hy it is th at one wino will 
develop one o f the varieies of germ s and 
refuse to sustain the other, ami vice versa, 
has not yet been explained by sciviice. 
T he fact, however, yet rem ains." 
. 


D E E P PLO W IN G 
AND M OISTU RE. 


An item appeared in your colum ns Oo- 
tober 1st, quoting the JCqhsqm Formar on 
" Deep Plow ing and Moisture.” 
Now the 
Kansas Farmer has struck the facts, but not 
tho reason for the facts, I thiuk. 
The real 
reason that pulverized soil retains moisture 
is, because it is more o f a non-conductor of 
heat. 
I will tell how to prove it. 
Take 
two apple boxes, and cutjtlie ends so that a 
thermometer can be fitted in the end of 
each ; 
fill them, ono with packed earth, 
moist, the other with pulverized earth, 
m oist; 
place them in 
the sun 
and 
wind, 
with 
the thermometer end3 fo 
the 
north. 
Now 
place 
beside them 
another like box of pulverized and dried 
earth. 
The earth in each 
box should 
be 
the 
same. 
Now, 
if 
you 
notioe 
the thermometers you will see great changes 
in the box containing the one oontaining 
the packed earth, and small chaneca in the 
pulverized earth. 
And after a few days of 
exposure, if you exam ine the contents of 
the boxes it will be found that the packed 
one has dried, or nearly s o ; the pulverized 
one has only dried a little on top and at 
the corners: the one that was pulverized 
and dried will be found to be just as dry as 
ever. 
1 think the earth's steam, or sweat, 
as you might say. is checked by the pulver­ 
ized 3oil and held for use, and tho greater 
amount o f organic matter contained in the 
•oil, tho greater will ho its power of retain­ 


ing moisture when thoroughly pulverized.

EASTERN TEACHES SHIPPED TO EttROPB. 
The experiment of 
shipping pcaubea 
from Delaware to Liverpool this seasow has 
proved the business profitable when prop­ 
erly conducted. 
G. A. Cochrane, o f Mid­ 
dletown, has invented a ease in which to 
pack perishable food for shipm ent, and has 
been shipping peaches from Delaw are to 
Liverpool, in the C unard steam ers, in these 
cases, 
lie had shipped tom atoes last year 
with success, but did not try peaches until 
this season. 
H e picked peaches at Clav- 
ton, Del., A ugust 20th, shipped them hv 
ordinary freight to New York, and p u t 
them on ihe steam er 011 (lie 22d. They 
were landed in Liverpool on th e night of 
the 30th, and were sold the next day, or 11 
days an er packing in Clayton. They were 
in line order, selling readily a t about $9 per 
case, costing him for fruit,freight and com ­ 
m ission, about $4 80 p r case. 
T here were 
28c peaches in each case, each packed by it­ 
self, aud thoroughly ventilated during th e 
transit. 
It will be seen-th at he obtained 3 V 
cents each at wholesale, for Ins peaches. 
They cost him 1) cents each, laid down in 
Liverpool. 
The practicability o f safe ship­ 
m ent of perishable fruits to long distancie 
was thoroughly dem onstrated, and this fact 
is Ait the greatest m om ent to horticulturists 
every where.—[Georgetown, Del, Dem ocrat.

80 long S3 this country does not produce 
eggs to supply the dem and, e n d foreigners 
can send theirs here free of duty, there is 
not m uch ¿auger of glutting th e m arket. 
In tho N orthw est farm ers and fruit­ 
growers are now experim enting w ith R us­ 
sian plum s. A ll others seem to w inter kill. 
" W igglers " and other verm in in cisterns 
m ay be destroyed bv keening m innow s 
therein.

Of nights his parents nnd nurses 
noticed Frank never closed one of h is sor­ 
rowful black eves. Excluded d aily for a m o­ 
m ent from the cham ber of sickuess he would 
quickly return, m ount a chair, and sit 
for hours, silently and w ith a sorrow ful 
look. 
Ho was present on the evening of 
Ju ly 4th at th e closing scene, and his dum b 
show of sorrow was head m ingling w ith 
the lam entations of tho parents and chil­ 
dren.

A D ecision of th e C ourt of A ppeals Im ­ 
p o rtan t to R om an C atholics. 
Margaret Gilman, who 
had 
become 
famous as tho oldest inhabitant of the old 
Fifth Ward, and who had never seen Cen­ 
tral Park nor traveled above Canal street, 
fell sick in September, 1832. in her 80th t 
year. 
For many years she had kept a little ¡ 
grocery store 011 Beach street, and had ‘ 
saved several thousands and put it in bank 
to support hcrsilf and her’ husband in 
their old age. 
Her husband Jumes wns at 
this tim é -92 years old him self, and had 
long been too infirm to do any work. Mis. 
Gilman knew that she was on her death 
bed, and one day she sent for undertaker 
Henry McArdlc, o f 31 North Moore. Btreet, 
whom she had known for over thirty years, 
and gave him her three bank books and 
told him to draw out her *2,299 of deposits. 
W hen he got the money she said that she 
wasn't going to make a will, because she 
was sure that, although she had no rela­ 
tives, somebody would turn up with a law 
yer to contest the will, and ultim ately all 
the money would go to the lawyers. 
She said that sha wanted the money 
spent for the funerals of herself and her 
husband pud the surplus devoted to the 
purchase of a handsome 
m onum ent in 
Calvary Cemetery and to masses for the 
repose of hr r husband’s and her own souls, 
tjhe died 011 September 11 ,1882, and her 
husband died shortly afterward. 
McArdle 
buried them both and jaiid for masses in 
St. Alphonsus’ and St. Peter’s Roman Cath­ 
olic churches, ot which the old couple had 
been members. 
Michael Gilman, a nephew of Mrs. Gil­ 
man's husband, was made administrator of 
tho estate,, and as soon as he discovered 
that McArdle wss spending tho money for 
masses, as lie had been director!, lie began 
suit against him to recover the whole 
amount of Margaret Gilman's bank de­ 
posits. 
When the suit was tried in the 
special term of the Superior Court ir. June, 
1883, Judge Freedman wrote two cluborate 
opinions, declaring Unit, the trust to Mc- 
Ardlo was void, because a person’s soul 
oould not be made a beneficiary, because it 
was outside of the boundaries of the realm, 
and could not take anrnterest in the prop­ 
erty left behind for its benefit, and ais., be­ 
cause the money was a ¡ñero deposit in 
McArdle's hands, and that any title he 
might have had to it was revoked" bv Mrs. 
Gilman's death. The general term affirmed 
Judge Freedman’s decision on appeal, aud 
then the case was carried to the Court of 
Appeals. 
On Tuesday tho Court of Appeals ren­ 
dered a decision in M eArele’a favor, up­ 
holding the validity of trust for masses for 
the repose o f the socls o f tho dead. 
This ¡3 the first decision of the kind ren­ 
dered in this country, and establishes a 
precedent that will bo o f great importance 
to Roman Catholics throughout the c :tn- 
try. 
Undertaker McArdle will continue t > 
pay for annual high masses for the souls 
of the dead couple as long as the money 
holds out 
Michael Gilman will have to 
pay the ousts o f thé two years’ legal ex­ 
penses incurred in securing the adverse 
decision.—[N. Y. Sun.

Befpiib Papkr.—Wo<><1 was ono of the 
earliest substances employed on which to 
inscribe nam es and record events. 
Stone, 
brass, lead and copper were also used at an 
early period, after which the leaves of trees. 
These were superseded by the outer bark 
of the tree, hut this beir.g too coarse the 
inner bark came soon after to be used, that 
of tho lim e being preferred. 
This bark was 
called hy the Romans liber, the I,atin word 
for book, and these bark books, that they 
might bo more conveniently carried about, 
were rolled up and called volumen, hence 
our word volume. The skins c f sheep, goats 
and asses were the next materials used, and 
so nicely were they prepared that long nar­ 
ratives were inscribed on them with the 
greatest accuracy. 
Some of these were 
fifteen feet long, containing fifty and sixty 
skins, fastened together by thongs of tho 
same material. 
The intestines of certain 
reptiles were also used, for it is a well au­ 
thenticated fact the poems of Homer were 
written on intestines of serpents in letters 
of gold. 
This roll was 120 fret long, and 
was deposited in the great library o f Con­ 
stantinople. where it was destroyed hy fire 
in the Bixtb century. 
The next material 
was parchment—skins smoothed and pol­ 
ished by pumice stone—to which succeeded 
vellnnt.a finer description of parchment, 
made from the skins of very vonne ani­ 
mals. On this vellnm gold and silver letters 
were stamped with hot metal types. 
Borne 
o f these productions are very beatiful, re­ 
quiring m uch time and labor to prepare 
and complete them, and the more oaretully 
they are examined the more do we admire 
th e taste nnd ingenuity displayed.—[Cham ­ 
bers’ Journal,

The Liverpool express never seemed to 
craw l so slow ly before.

every berth taken on board the Antarctic, 
and the Captain raging at the non-appear­ 
ance o f two o f the crew. 
W ithout a sec­ 
ond’s pause I offered for one o f the vacant 
placee. 
I was as strong as a horse, and ac­ 
tive enough, and though the Captain eyed 
nae rather askance— I had been to a W est 
Sud tailor on m y way through London— 
lie was too glad to get me to a.-k any ques­ 
tions. 
So I sailed on the ship w ith m y 
Éjtrl, little as she knew it. 
I saw her the 
first day or two looking ao pale and thin 
that she was like the ghost o f her ow n self, 
and yet sweeter to m y eyes than ever be­ 
fore. 
T he children she had charge o f were 
troublesom e little creatures, who worried 
and badgered her till 1 longed to cuff them 
w ell. 
B ut there was a gentleness and a 
patience about her quite new to m y idea of 
M iss W inn y, and I only loved her the more 
for it.

I saw there ’.r.i- not :t chance far the over­ 
crowded boat- in that sea, and 1 sprang for 
tiie rigging. ^ I was n t a second too soon • 
a score o f o ilers followed m3- exam ple, ami 
with m y ;>r i h us burden i should not have 
had a chance two m inutes later. 
As it 
was, 1 scrambled to tbo topmast and got a 
firm hold there. 
W inny was ju st com ing 
to herself. 
I had wrapped her round like 
a baby in the iur cloak, und with m y teeth 
1 opened my knife to cut a rope w hich hung 
loose within reach. 
W ith this I lushed her 
to me and fastened us both to the topmast.

Sleep More Necessary Than Vo0(1. 
Every household should teach and en­ 
force a respect for sleep. 
That is to say 
that healthy young persons, w ho sit up late 
at nights or are out very late, should be suf­ 
fered to sleep past the breakfast hour by 
too indulgent elders. 
I f they need so much 
sleep you must fix the retiring hour earlier. 
But enjoin a respect for the sleep o f young 
children, old folks and weak persons. Sleep 
is such a restorer that it is poor econom y to 
waken an invalid by bringing in the break­ 
fast tray, or ringing a breakfast bell loudly, 
when an old person is happil3r resting in 
sleep. 
T he house duties must go on, and 
fixed hours for meals are the onÍ3’ iiossible 
routine for home regularity. 
It need not 
he an iron-bound regularity in the cases 
named, when an hour's longer sleep makes 
more difference to the repair o f the elderly 
or the invalid than the hottest breakfast 
that can be served to them. 
Food is the 
household idol— too much of an idol in 
som e places. 
It is not alw ays what people 
need ; that is, cooked food. 
A later break­ 
fast o f some apples or grapes and a slice of 
bread, w ill do more good than a beefsteak 
thrust on the half-awake stomach before it 
is ready. 
No housekeeper need be discour­ 
aged, therefore, from letting a child have 
its sleep out, and other children should be 
taught to respect the sleep of oth ers; to en­ 
ter a room noiselessly, and not to call or 
shake the sleeper. 
A Sunday’s noon sleep 
to a person overworked all the week long, 
does more good than the Sunday dinner, if 
the house provider could only see it in that 
w ay; and if any such body drops asleep 
after a well-digested sermon, it m ay be, do 
not interfere with the proper uses o f the 
•lay— for rest— by insisting on slice of roast 
beef instead. 
T he importance of food is 
vastly overrated in this country ; and in pro­ 
portion we underrate the natural susten­ 
ance of sleep.

" it seems to m e you look quite able to 
work , 
w hy do y-ou follow this beggarly 
mode of iift ? 
I can tell you bow you can 
lift yourself above this miserable condition, 
and have finally an 
incom e o f 10,000 
livres.” 
Antoine, tbo beggar, sm iled mcredu- 
ously. 
“ Laugh if you w ill,” said the little man, 
“ but foilow my counsel and you w ill real­ 
ize m y prom ise; for I can speak from ex­ 
perience. 
Cnee 4 was quite as poor as you, 
but instead of fogging 1 procured a worn- 
out basket, and going from village to city 
asked, not alms, but cast-away rags that no 
one wanted, and these 
i carried to the 
paper m ill, receiving a fair price in return. 
A t the end of a year I longer asked rags, 
but bought them, and, moreover, owned a 
little can and a donkey with which to col­ 
lect them .

T h is phenom enon is explained by 
the sim ultaneous vision of th e two eyes, 
and it is easy to show this by looking at the 
objects successively with one eye.

experim ent becomes still more interesting 
when, instead o f black figures, we em ploy 
com plem entary colors— red aDd green, for 
exam ple. 
In this case we must use a dark 
background, and there w ill appear a white 
cross iu the middle.

A WORD FOB THE PAPERS. 


Not long ago we referred extendedly to 
a criticism by Rev. M. J. Savage, made in 
the North American Reviere, upon the con­ 
duct of newspapers. 
Some of the excep­ 
tions taken to present methods were forci­ 
ble ; as, for instance, the objection to the 
plethora of criminal and scandalous news 
published, and the drift toward mere sen­ 
sationalism in the journals of the day. In 
the course of his criticism, the critic 
referred to the publishing of newspapers 
for money-making, as a reproach. 
He 
added, that to make money-getting the 
chief end of a newspaper “ places it on a 
level with grog shops and the houses of ill 
fame.” 
Of course the simile was alisurd; 
of course it was illogical, and Mr. Savage 
knew it. 
But the expression has aroused 
John Monteith, who, in the Current, pro­ 
ceeds to demolish Mr. Savage on this head 
by |M)inting out that without the motive 
in view which Mr. Savage treats so con­ 
temptuously there would he no great daily 
newspapers. 
He asks, why should not 
money-making be made a chief end with 
publishers? W hy not, indeed? Certainly 
Mr. Savage did not expect any one to be­ 
lieve th at newspapers are printed for the 
“ fun of the thing.” “ But,” says Mr. Mon- 
■leith, in his spirited monograph, “ because 
the chief end of a business is money­ 
making, by what sort of logical juggling is 
it made to follow that the business is de­ 
graded to the level of the groggery and the 
brothel? To rescue a respectable trade 
from the clutches of this sweeping and 
debasing influence, we must assume that it 
is conducted with some other end in view. 
The main object of the kings and princes 
of the dry goods trade in m aintaining high- 
class dry-goods houses is presumably to 
cover and adorn the bodies of their cus­ 
tomers. 
To suspect for a moment that 
their chief aim is money-making is to class 
them with the lowest grades of avaricious 
mongers.” 
Mr. Montieth did not need to 
indulge in this bit of sarcasm. The public 
thought never for a moment gave value to 
Mr. Savage's mistaken idea. 
News pub­ 
lishing is a business prompted by like 
motives with other business schemes, and 
differing from them only in the clientage 
enjoyed and the influence exercised. There 
attaches to the business responsibilities of 
a high order, and that demand conscien­ 
tious and upright conduct and methods, 
not only for virtue’s sake, but because they 
augment the capitalized value of the pa­ 
per in the way of reputation, which, un­ 
der the title “ good will,” is wholly de­ 
pendent 
upon 
the vigor, intelligence, 
honesty and uprightness of the journal. 
So 
the better and 
truer 
aud 
more 
manly and newsy the journal, the higher 
its value. 
There are influences, such as 
act and react upon all business that may 
negative this value when money-measured, 
and so it is that some of the best of jour­ 


nals have not been money-makers. The 
dav has gone by when news journals pub­ 
lished solely for philanthropic reward 
were jiossihle. 
The modern newspaper 
does a great deal in the tield of benevo­ 
lence. 
It is a constant alms-giver, an un­ 
tiring and patient aider of philanthropic 
schemes, and plans for bettering the con­ 
dition of the children of m en; hut the 
one thing it cannot do, is to ignore finan­ 
cial reward for the business effort made 
upon it. 
Referring to the remark of Mr. 
Savage: “A million people behave them ­ 
selves, hut that is no news. 
Nobody 
thinks of reporting that, or saying any­ 
thing 
about 
it,” 
our Chicago critic 
replies: 
“ Yes, and nobody ought 
to 
report or say anything alxnit it. I shud­ 
der to think w hat this world would come 
to if the performance of good or honest 
acts was regarded as news.” 
But as a 
m atter of fact, the modern newspaper does 
publish a groat deal about the good deeds 
of men—nearly all, indeed, that take on 
on 
the slightest degree of publicity. 
These may he of a negative order largely, 
hut they are none the less records of doing 
good. 
The reports of social, religious 
and scientific bodies; of philanthropic 
and progressive thinking ; the records of 
public and private charities; accounts of 
humane societies and tlieir w ork; the rec­ 
ords of progress made in act, science, liter­ 
ature, business and lawful industries; the 
discussion of religious, educational and 
sim ilar topics; the countless “ item s” of 
charitable, brave, manly, womanly and 
daring deeds—and so on through an al­ 
most endless chapter, testify to the negative 
of Mr* Savage's charge. 
The very silence, 
indeed, of a news journal upon the con­ 
duct of the “ million people,” who “ be­ 
have themselves," is an affirmation of their 
uprightness, and the reading world so ac­ 
cepts it, since it is the outrages upon peace, 
order and decency are the published con­ 
trasts, the exceptions to the conceded and 
broad affirmative of right-doing by “ the 
million.” 
W hile the publication of the 
fact, and even the details of crime is 
deterrent, and thus useful as well as in- 
formatory, and the printing of the daily 
records of ill-doing is justifiable, not only 
because such constitute news demanded by 
the people, hut because the world is far 
better in the knowledge, than to remain 
in ignorance of them. 
Mr. Monteith in­ 
dulges in one criticism in his caustic paper, 
which is impregnable, and 
concerning 
which the modern press has a m ultitude of 
sins to atone for. 
H e objects, not to the 
mere report of immoral occurrences, hut 
to the method of treatm ent they so largely 
receive in the press—th at is, the manner 
in which the dishes are served ; indulg­ 
ence in a style, indeed, that is intended 
“ to awaken and feed morbid tastes and 
base susceptibilities.” 


HEAPING UP WRATH. 


It makes no sort of difference what were 
Mr. Stead’s motives; no sort of difference 
whether he did the work lie 
accom­ 
plished in order to further fhe inter­ 
ests, of his paper, or not. 
It remains that 
he made disclosures fortified byr proofs that 
cannot he overcome. 
These show that 
girls and women are bought and sold for 
vile purposes, debauched, outraged and 
imposed upon by lecherous wealth, and the 
police in London are hand in glove with 
the wretches who carry on the nefarious 
business. 
Y et Mr. Stead lias been indicted 
for furnishing proof of these facts. 
Sup­ 
lióse his motives were wholly selfish. Sel­ 
fishness is one of the most useful motors in 
human action, and without it the world 
would suffer, indeed. 
It remains, that 
however selfish was Mr. Stead, the crimes 
he exposed still continue in England, to 
her shame be it said. 
It remains, that one 
can have a writ in Kngland to search a 
house for a lost puppy dog, but cannot 
have a warrant to enter and search for his 
child if she is barely 13 years of age. 
It 
remains, that in England, boasted, pro­ 
gressive, “ moral ” England, a woman can­ 
not lawfully consent to marriage under IS, 
hut can consent to he ruined at 13. 
It re­ 
mains, that female children of 5 and 6 are 
sold in the shambles of prostitution to 
satisfy the horrible desires of bestial men. 
It remains, that the head of a great church 
in England has examined the proofs of 
Mr. Stead’s charges, and finds them true, 
and that three distinguished men who sat 
with him in the examination concur in the 
finding. 
Yet, in England Mr. Stead is in­ 
dicted for w hat he lias endeavored to do in 
correcting the most shameful abuses that 
ever put to blush a civilized nation. 
If 
English society tolerates his conviction, it 
will deserve the contempt of mankind, and 
the name Englishman should liecome a 
hissing and a by-word upon the world’s 
highways. 
But we have hope of English 
honesty, and believe th at no such outcome 
to his indictment will he permitted. 


FIT WORDS WELL SPOKEN. 


It is exceptional to find in an Eastern 
journal of intelligence the courage mani­ 
fested hv the Chicago Current, in a late 
article upon the Chinese question. 
That 
critical paper has the bravery to say to its 
cultured contemjioraries some hours far­ 
ther eastw ard: 
The editor at New York or Boston, or at any 
other citadel of privilege, who urges the free 
entry to America of pauperized laborers, Chi­ 
nese or what-not, urges the destruction of the 
very system which supports him in white linen, 
^rith clean hands ana a well kept intellect. 
There is a certain philanthropy which is the 
essence of selfishness aud ignorance. Such a 
hum anity is a Caucasian's love for 100,000,000 
pagan paupers at the expeuse Of 60,000,000 fel- 
low-Caucasians. 
The Chinese m av be very 
good for those who have to do w ith them as 
subjects of essays, but where are the schools, 
hospitals, sanitary arrangem ents and industrial 
arts and appliances of the Mongols ? W hatever 
num ber of Chinese there be in the Flowery 
Kingdom, there will be no more, for the lim it 
of starvation is upon them . Take millions of 
them to America and the m ortal coil will onlv 
spring outw ard to fill the vacancy. 
Among 
400.000,000 people, half-Chinese, philanthropic 
editors would have a chance to take off their 
coats and struggle for existence w ith the vast 
populace. But such a state of things will never 
come, because to secure it would require an 
acquiescence in the lackadaisic morals of East­ 
ern good men, which acquiescence could only 
be expected of Gilbert and Sullivan, in some 
new opera-bouffe. Perhaps Chinam en ought to 
wear th eir equivalent of our silk hats and 
satin-lined overcoats, and wear them at the ex ­ 
pense of Am ericans: yet Chinamen never will 
do it. The most almond-eved editor in all the 
East could see through it ¿11 If he would only 
hire out as a section-hand on a Pacific railroad. 
In which terse sentences the Current has 
stated nearly the whole Chinese immigra­ 
tion question and marshalled the chief 
reasons that actuate the people of Califor­ 
nia in their unanimous opposition to the 
unrestricted importation of a servile class, 
to dispossess the American laborer and 
artisan, and seize upon the heritage that 
our civilization should guarantee to them, 
as against any and all attempts to usurp it. 
W hen the Current has further examined 
the matter, and ascertained that it is a fact 
that seven-tenths of the Chinese immi­ 


grants are slaves of the most abject order, j 
and are bound by a system of servitude to 
the patriarchal traditions of China beyond 
hope of release, it will find still other rea­ 
son for the faith that is in it. 


A NEW VIEW 0F “ SLANG.” 


W alt W hitman’s paper in the North 
American Rcriae on “ rdang in America,” 
is a most interesting contribution to the 
literature of philological 
commentary. 
.Slang lie gives tiie unique and altogether 
original definition of “ the lawless ger­ 
minal element, below 
all 
words 
and 
sentences, and behind all poetry.” 
lie 
holds that it proves a certain freedom and 
perennial rankness and protestantism in 
speech. 
Further on he likens slang to a 
clown leaping in the midst of the statliest 
ceremonies in the majestic audienee-hall of 
the monarch, language. 
“ It is the whole­ 
some fermentation of language by which 
froth and specks are thrown up, mostly to 
pass away, though occasionally to settle 
and permanently crystallize.” 
Thus, lie 
maintains, it is certain that many of the 
oldest and solidest of our words were gen­ 
erated from the daring license of slang. 
There has been nothing better said of the 
rough elements in our processes of speech 
than 
this, 
and 
no 
juster 
criticism 
lues been advanced. 
It may well command 
the thought of such distinguished students 
of the science of language as W hitney, 
Sumner and'lheir numerous colleagues in 
the field of philological reform. 
In his 
treatm ent of the growth of language, Pro­ 
fessor W hitney dwells upon the -legitimacy 
which acceptance by communities gives to 
modifications and eccentricities in spoken 
language. 
It is upon a like hut broader 
idea that W hitm an s conception of slang is 
based, and which lie unconsciously clothes 
in poetic attire. The retrospect of slang, 
he holds, from the start “ recalls from their 
nebulous conditions all that is poetical in 
the stories of human nature.” 
Such a 
declaration, he fears, will he pronounced 
daring. 
But it will he conceded, after 
brief thought upon the subject, that the 
statement is truth. 
As language is the 
unconscious structure that is evolved by 
the needs of human expression, and is 
builded by the unpremeditated co-opera­ 
tion of all men, so it is that those rude, 
forcible and direct methods of expression 
that formulate in words and phrases which 
we denominate “ slang,” and by which 
men seek to intensify utterance, and to 
give it all possible vigor and fullness of 
meaning, are substructural to the poetic 
element, since poetry is the highest form 
of intelligent expression. 
W e can, there­ 
fore. very well understand what Mr. W hit­ 
man means when he says that this lawless 
element in language is “ an attem pt of 
common hum anity to escape from bald lit* 
eralism, and to express itself inim itably, 
which, in the highest walks, produces po­ 
ets and poems.” 
It is a new view—or, at 
least, a new presentation of an old truth, 
and no further than th a t is any thing orig­ 
inal—and a dignifying of the genealogies 
of slangy utterances, and so inspires the 
respect that truth always commands.

The Court, in Boldina a fighting couj.le to­ 
gether. would punish the two, perhaps, for be­ 
ing foolish in m arrying; hut m arrying is not a 
crim e or even a m isdem eanor under any law, 
and the Court has uo right to punish iu such 
cases. 
M arrying in haste ought to he a crime. 
Men and women have no right to burden 
society with tlieir errors and the direful 
consequences of their folly. 
No, marriage 
is not a crime, but its abuse should be, and 
divorce in its present recklessness is sim­ 
ply the result of the abuse of the privilege 
of marriage. 
As to the Courts holding 
fighting couples together, we are decidedly 
in favor of it. It is the right thing to do— 
better far than to turn them loose upon 
society to make other “scrapping matches.” 
If it were known that a m utual quarrel 
would he of no avail in securing dissolu- 
lion of the bonds of matrimony, the m ar­ 
ried would lie less inclined to “nag” at one 
another, or give such cause for legal sep­ 
aration. 
This treating of marriage as a 
mere partnership, to he dissolved on ac­ 
counting demanded by either party when­ 
ever a disagreement arises, reduces it to 
licensed prostitution—just that, and noth­ 
ing better. 
If the married will fight, pun­ 
ish the guilty, as others guilty of assaults 
are punished. 
In any view, it is better 
th at they fight, and fight 
it out, than 
that divorce unrestrained should establish 
a sort of tolerated polygamy, as it is now 
doing.

of certain evils, tlieir terribly demoraliz­ 
ing influence, and yet the moment any 
man undertakes to suppress one of them, 
good men and moral turn from him, and 
are more severe on his methods than they 
are on'the iniquity he is endeavoring to 
suppress. 
How true this proposition of 
Mr. Beecher is has been strikingly.illus­ 
trated in the case of Mr. Stead. 
A mau 
must he possessed of abnormal courage in 
this day of doubt and suspicion to attem pt 
to do good to the community of men where 
he resides.

J.. of sending offensive letters through the 
mails. 
He was sentenced to six mouths in 
prison and fined $5,000. 
Vanderbilt seems to have given J. S. 
Morgan carte blanche to work up the 
schemes of reorganizing the Reading road, 
with the understanding that he would 
supply all the money wanted. The stock 
has jumped from $14 to $25 25. 
The President has decided to appoint 
General Alexander R. Lawton, of Georgia, 
to be Minister to Austria, but will not do 
so until Congress meets and removes his 
political disabilities. Lawton was nom i­ 
nated in May last for the Russian mission. 
John C. Shields, appointed Chief Justice 
of the Supreme Court of Arizona, is a 
prominent lawyer of Howells, Michigan, 
about 38 years of age. W illiam H. Barnes, 
appointed Associate Justice of the Supreme 
Court of Arizona, is a lawyer of Jackson­ 
ville, Illinois, about 35 years of age. 
Schedules in the assignment of W. Heath 
and Charles Quincy, comprising the firm of 
W illiam Heath & Co., bankers and brokers, 
were filed iu New York yesterday. They 
show liabilities of $1,350,000; nominal as­ 
sets, $2,044,000; actual assets. $378.000. The 
schedules state that the creditors hold se­ 
curities to the amount of $418,000. 


T he H op M arket.—Em m et Wells' New 
York Hop Circular of October 16th says : 
“ Under the influence of rather discour­ 
aging cable news from London, this m ar­ 
ket to-day shows signs of w eakness; the 
heavy receipts also tend to depress the 
m arket. 
It would not be surprising to see 
the London market go off a little if ship­ 
ments from here keep up much longer at 
present rate. 
It must be remembered that 
all the hops now being exported are not on 
bona fide orders from London, but are sent 
over to commission houses. W e notice by 
our exchanges that a good m any growers 
have turned exporters, and are consigning 
direct to London, paying little regard to 
the quality of the goods they ship. It is a 
m atter of a great deal of doubt it anything 
will be gained by this kind of business, 
and we will venture the prediction that 
when they begin to receive their returns 
they will be disappointed by the poor 
prices realized. 
Very few Pacifies are 
arriving here: those that do come are of 
excellent quality, and fetch about the same 
price as best ‘States.’ 
We make no change 
in our quotations this week, but the market 
certainly is weak, and if hops come pour­ 
ing in upon us as they have done during 
the last few days, it would not be surpris­ 
ing to see lower prices." 


Ex-Empress Carlotta, of Mexico, has re­ 
covered her mind, and will soon reappear 
in society. 


Boss Buckley has sold his saloon busi­ 
ness in San Francisco, and hereafter w ill 
be able to devote his entire time to “ expe­ 
diting ” matters in the Supreme Court. 


Sacramento still m aintains her prestige 
for coolness over Keeler. Yesterday m orn­ 
ing the cool end of the thermom eter at the 
latter place registered 54°, while Saera- 
m entans were whipping their hands to get 
them acclimated to a refreshing tem pera­ 
ture of 40°. 


It is announced that Emperor William 
has pardoned a poet on account of failing 
health. The crime for which he was im ­ 
prisoned is not stated, but it is supposed he 
had been convicted of w ritingspring poetry, 
anti that Germany includes that offense 
under the head of felonv. 


It issuggested that the playing of “Dixie” 
should not he offensive to loyal ears—as it 
frequently seems to be—for it will be re­ 
membered that Mr. Lincoln requested to 
have it played when he was serenaded after 
the surrender of Lee, on the ground that 
the Union forces had captured it along 
with the other Confederate effects. 


The women ot Japan have been recently 
showing tlieir devotion and self-sacrifice iii 
quite an interesting way. 
A Buddhist 
temple is to be erected at Kioto costing 
$3.000,0o0. 
The women have contributed 
heir hair, out of which a ton of rope has 
been made, the rope to lie used for hauling 
timber to the site of the temple. Such de­ 
votion in the interest of the Christian re­ 
ligion would win universal respect and 
brook no opposition to success. 


The St. Louis Globe-Democrat has this 
piece of adroitly-mixed commendation and 
center-thrust: “ We are glad to see the ex­ 
posures of Governor Hill as a partner of 
W illiam M. Tweed which are being made 
by the Tribune and Times, of New York. 
But it is sad to think that all these things 
were equally true of Governor Hill three 
years ago, when the Tribune and Times 
were supporting him as a candidate for 
Lieutenant-Governor, to defeat the Repub­ 
lican ticket headed by Mr. Folger." 


If the Supreme Court decides that San 
Francisco need not comply with the order 
of the State Board of Equalization, to raise 
her assessment roll 125 per cent., of course 
the other counties which received a similar 
order to increase their assessments, will 
also refuse to do so. Following this action, 
the counties which have heretofore been 
raised will at once proceed to reduce their 
rolls to former figures, in which case Sacra­ 
mento county would be relieved to the ex­ 
tent of 15 per cent. It hardly seems prob­ 
able that this will he the outcome of the 
case now pending in the Supreme Court. 
It will undoubtedly be decided to-day. 


It is estim ated that as many as 1,800 car­ 
loads of fruit have been shipped overland 
from California the present season. This 
may be a little in excess of the actual 
amount, but it is known that one firm in 
Sacramento has forwarded over 300 car­ 
loads. Eighteen hundred cars would trakc 
a train of eleven and a half cars each day 
for full six months, with Sundays excepted 
from the shipping days. 
If the" fruit ship­ 
ments of the present season have amounted 
to such a tonnage at the rate charged per 
car for freight, there would be three times 
the amount snipped next yeat with trans­ 
Variation fixed at $300 per car, running on 
passenger time. That would make at least 
two heavy fruit trains per day, and the 
benefit to be reflected in tiie financial con­ 
dition of the State lrnm such an increase 
of fruit shipments would be beyond com­ 
putation, not only among fruit-growers 
and shippers, but in every industry and 
avenue of trade. 


Two Chinamen, captured at the tan game 
in Chinatown, which was raided some time 
since by battering in the doors, were sen­ 
tenced vesterday by Judge Murphy, who 
occupier*! he bench in place of Judge Van 
Fleet. They were required to pay a line of 
$50 each, which they quickly did and de­ 
parted. 
In passing sentence, the Judge 
warmly indorsed the anti-gambling law 
and the successful efforts in Sacramento to 
sustain it. 
The attorney for defendants 
stated to the Court in mitigation of the 
offense of defendants, that had they not 
pleaded guilty, he would have shown by 
testimony “ that the room was built and 
the game conducted on the suggestions and 
assurances made by white m en.” There is 
probably no doubt of this fact, and the only 
cause for regret is that their names were 
not given, so they could have been pub­ 
lished beside those of the Chinamen who 
received sentence, and that they might also 
have been convicted and imprisoned for an 
extended exemplary term, for aiding and 
abetting the commission of crime. 


The proceedings of the anniversary of 
the American Board of Foreign Missions 
has attracted attention among secular jour­ 
nals of Boston that is phenomenal among 
newspaper men. The Journal—which no 
one will accuse of beinga religious paper— 
at the opening gave a lull notice in the 
regular issue, and added a full-sized sup­ 
plement, almost wholly devoted to the 
members present in the city. On the 14th 
it cave a nine-column report of the pro­ 
ceedings. On the 17tli it crowned the 
whole by issuing an extra edition of six 
pages, five of which were given up to the 
addresses and reports of the Board. The 
Advertiser was hardly behind the Journal in 
the enterprise, devoting a large proportion 
of its space throughout the week to this 
object. This State will take a long step 
forward when the populace demand fuller 
publication concerning efforts at moral 
reforms and shorter accounts of cock-fights 
and bruising matches. 
It is interesting to 
consider whether or not, should the Board 
hold its session, asJs expected, in San Fran­ 
cisco in 1887, if it would be characterized 
by some journal of Western enterprise as a 
“ Religious Pow-Wow.”

About $2,500 has 
already been subscribed toward a building 
to be used as a children’s hospital. 
N. J. Jordan, who recently traveled along 
the Mexican border, says that Chinese are 
swarming over the line into Arizona and 
southern California. They come in large 
parties every day, and no attempt is made 
to keep them out. They are invading all 
branches of labor in the southwest. 
The annual meeting of the Order of the 
Eastern Star closed Thursday evening. 
The greater part of the afternoon was occu­ 
pied in installing the new grand officers. 
The Council appropriated $200 to pay the 
expenses of the Delegate to the Supreme 
Council meeting at St. Louis next Septem­ 
ber. 
The question of the validity of the order 
of the State Board of Equalization, direct­ 
ing the increase of the assessment roll of 
San Francisco 121 per cent., came up before 
the Supreme Court Friday morning in 
bank. All the Judges except McKinstry 
and Sharpstein were present. The case 
was argued and taken under advisement. 
Between 500 and 600 acres of drifting 
sand deserts in Golden Gate Park have 
been redeemed for beautiful forest drives 
by “ bents," or beach grass. 
Already, 
where three or four years ago there was 
nothing but moving sand dunes—glaring, 
worthless, troublesome—there are now 250.­ 
000 thriving Monterey cypress and pine 
trees. 
The report of fruit shipments to the East 
by rail during the past season is not yet 
complete, but it is estimated that it will 
am ount to 1,800 carloads. As the carrying 
capacity of a car is 20,000 pounds, this 
would give in round figures 36,000,000 of 
green fruit shipped by rail in 1885, as 
against 12,000.000 for ISiH and 500.000 
pounds for 1875.

Puschell has been notified of the arrest, 
and is expected to arrive here this morning 
to look after her money and the prosecu­ 
tion of the case.

To 
particularize, in speaking of her display, 
would be a task of no small mom ent.”

THE NEW ORLEANS EXPOSITION. 
In a recent letter to the San Francisco 
Merchant, Charles B. Turrill. now in charge 
of the California exhibit at Louisville, and 
who will be Commissioner for California at 
the forthcoming Exposition in New Or­ 
leans. w rites: 
• 
" I now want to write you regarding the 
coming Exposition at New Orleans, and to 
impress upon you and, through you, upon 
the viticulturists, the great importance of a 
line viticultura! display at the North, Cen­ 
tral and South American Exposition. You 
know very well that New Orleans is an im ­ 
portant wine-consuming city, and that the 
m arket is supplied from abroad. 
This 
business should he controlled in San Fran­ 
cisco. 
It is not necessary for me to go to 
great length in noting what should he 
shown, or in regard to the m anner of m ak­ 
ing an exhibit. 
Yourself and your com­ 
mittees fully understand these matters. 
“ It occurs to me that your people cannot 
do better than to arrange with Mr. I’ohn- 
dorlf to go with me to New Orleans at the 
close of the Louisville Exposition, and 
there to continue the good work which he 
is doing here. 
I presume yon will have no 
difficulty in inducing contributors to allow 
such portions of their exhibits as may re­ 
main over at the close of this Exposition 
to be taken t© New < irleans. The above 
rem arks apply to raisins and other pro­ 
ducts as well as wines. 
“ For tiiose parties who desire to have 
their products entered for competition at 
New Orleans, I can give the information 
that the management have decided that 
articles in our collective display may be 
entered for competition upon tue payment 
of the regular entry fee of $10. The great 
advantage of this arrangement is that the 
things can he installed on our space where 
all visitors will associate them with our 
State, and moreover that contributors need 
not he at the expense or trouble attendant 
upon keeping up private exhibits. 
The 
entry fee for competition is $10. 
“ For those who desire to erect special 
stands for the display of their exhibits, 
arrangements can be made with me so that 
ail can he accommodated. I have secured 
30,000 square feet of space in the most ad­ 
vantageous portion ot what is known as 
tbe Government Building, in which all 
State exhibits are made. 
This space is 
surrounded on its four sides by main aisles 
twenty-four feet wide. 
" As you know, the Exposition opens on 
the 10th of November next, and closes on 
the 1st of the following April. One of the 
most im portant features of the coming 
Exposition will be the extension of com­ 
mercial relations with the countries to he 
represented there. This will he especially 
tbe case in regard to the various States 
and countries of the American Continent, 
for the benefit of whom the Exposition is 
especially held. 
Foreign countries, how­ 
ever, will be well represented, both in the 
matter of exhibits ar.d in the attendance 
of prominent representatives. 
“I feel certain, from an extensive and 
thorough study of the subject, that the 
coming 
Exposition 
will, 
in 
the in­ 
terest of its display, in the thorough­ 
ness of its managt ment, and in the bene­ 
fits 
to result 
from 
it, far excel the 
old Exposition. One thing is certain, that 
this year there will not be the delay in get­ 
ting ready which was such an unfortunate 
drawback last winter. 
There will also not 
be the difficulty in reaching the Exposition 
grounds that was so annoying at the late 
Exposition in New Orleans. 
A fine steam 
railroad is being built and will he finished 
before the opening day of the Exposition. 
By this means of transit visitors may take 
the cars on Canal street and they will be 
landed in a few minutes at the Exposition. 
This will he one of several rapid modes of 
reaching the great show. 
I made a flying visit lo New Orleans 
last week and found every one actively 
engaged in preparing for the coming win­ 
ter. Many of the exhibitors are now at 
work putting up the stands for their dis­ 
plays. I shall return there with the ex­ 
hibits under my charge at the close of the 
Louisville Exhibition and expect to have 
everything in place (except such articles as 
will come on from time to time) by the 
opening day. 
In conclusion, allow me to earnestly 
urge upon you and upon all weli-wishers 
for the prosperity of our State, the great 
importance of a fine exhibit from our 
State. No one cm overestimate the value 
to those sections, which are represented, of 
these great industrial expositions. Could 
you and others hear the expressions of 
wonder and earnest desire to remove from 
other sections to our State, and under 
balmier skies, and in a more generous soil, 
cultivate those products which they see 
in our display—could you, I say, hear all 
this day by day, you would not wonder at 
m y desire that no stone should be left un­ 
turned, and no individual exertion thought 
too great to make for our State such a dis­ 
play as will be worthy of her.”

He tossed away a 
half-consumed cigar, ar.d sa id : “ Fjrcr.se 
m e, I did .not know tobacco was offensive 
to yon." 
“ No, it is not, particularly in open air. j 
In fact, I rather like the odor of a cigar."

The idea expressed on his face was, t 
Well, you are a crank," but he said, “ It ! 
is fashionable now, you know, for girls to 
be candid. W ill you oblige me by saying 
toAy you arc cppused to my smoking?" 
" C rtainly, if you don't know. 1 mean 
nothing personal, but it shows a lack of 
oourtesy toward a lady, and is best summed 
tip in a girl'a way by saying it is not nice.’ ! 
" Ob. you surely are mistaken. Custom 
regulates etiquette, and in .San Francisco 
you can see hundreds of men smoking be­ 
side ladies. It srems to me that smoking 
in a lady's parlor, though private enough, 
would he out of place; at least far more so 
than in the street." 
“ You beg the question, m y friend. 
I do 
not believe it is the custom here to smoke 
beside ladies. 
You will adm it that good 
criterions are such men as Colonel Stuart

As, for instance: In New 
York a woman who dons jewelry and 
bright-hucd gowns for street wear is con­ 
sidered vulgar. In Ban Francisco, women’s 
wear rivals the rainbow for gorgoousness— 
street suits being constantly seen that 
would elsewhere or.ly be considered fit for 
balls. Pick up twelve women from Kearny 
street; set them down on Broadway, New 
York, and seven of them would, by their 
dress, he thought feinmcx Uu pava—vet cus­ 
tom on this coast condones their taste into 
good form. People who gathered from all 
dim es, with widely dissim ilar ideas of pro­ 
priety, intuitively recognized the impossi­ 
bility of making a model to wljich all men 
might assimilate. As a consequence, they 
established no standard at all. Every mail 
made liimselt comfortable iu his own way, 
granting the same privilege toothers. 
A 
like freedom continues the criterion, and 
circumstances must decide courses of con­ 
duct. 
Smoking beside ladies in public 
seems to be a California CHstoni, Should a 
man neglect asking a lady’s permission to

Hear Hunting in Morocco. 
A correspondent of the London Saturday 
tUvicw gives the following account of a 
bour-hunt with Sir John IJav in Morocco: 
By 0 o’clock the Hafer H ill was alive 
with men ami horses, a large contingent 
having arrived from 
Tangier and the 
neighboring villages. 
Prom inent among 
the company was the notorious Sherif of 
Wazon, mounted on a fine gray horse, and 
surrounded by picturesque and miscellane­ 
ous minions. 
The Moors on foot, with 
their motly costumes, their spears, slides 
and guns, and their varied assortment of 
dogs, added an element of savagerv, tem- 
jiered by the good hum or in their faces. 
The leader gave the signal to advance, 
and the assembly fell into a long line, 
facing southward, 
with 
the 
Atlantic 
a mile and a half to the right hand. 
In this order the broad top of the 
Hafer Hill was traversed for some time, 
the 
Moors on foot acting vigorously 
as beaters. 
But no boar was found, 
and when the cavalcade came abreast of a 
long wood which fringed the far side of 
the nullah or mud plain below the seaward 
slope of the bill u new formation was made. 
Some eight or ten m ounted hnnters, with 
many more on foot, were ordered to descend 
the slope, and, after crossing the mud plain, 
to hide iu the skirts of the woods facing to­ 
ward the hill. They crossed accordingly, and 
t lie riders backed their horses into the covert, 
the Moors on foot with their dogs crouching 
down in the intervals. 
Meantime the 
heaters on Hafer 11 ill were laboring to drive 
the boar down and across the mud plain 
toward the party in ambush. Shots were 
fired, liorns blown, and yells raised, groups 
rapidly formed and separated, and pre­ 
sently the watchers in the wood witnessed 
a rapid gallop tip hill, which ended in a 
first " kill” out of sight. 
The excitement of the am Pushed party 
now grew intense, as they felt that fate 
owed them the next turn of luck. Men and 
animals were equally impatient. 
Dogs 
whined low, with strained muzzles, and 
were reproved with a sharp “ Uskut!" iu 
sound, as in sense, strangely akin to the 
British "Shut up 1" Horses danced with 
eagerness, and could hardly be kept in 
cover. At last patience had its reward. A 
large boar emerged from 
the opposite 
skirt of the Hafer Hill, and trotted stead­ 
ily across the mud plain toward the hid­ 
den enemy. When he had come far enough 
to show that he 
meant business, the 
dogs were loosed, and the mounted spear­ 
men scurried after them as fast as the 
heavy, wet ground would permit. 
The 
boar gave a contemptuous “ hands off " re­ 
ception to the dogs, but upon the arrival of 
the spearman, he turned and regained the 
thicket whence he had come. The riders 
plunged after him, hither and 
thither 
through-the covert, according as their own 
eyes or tongues of the dogs gave evidence of 
his presence. Anon the boar suddenly reap­ 
peared, and charged straight at a certain 
gallant major, who struck him so bardas to 
he unable to withdraw the spear. The 
wounded beast then made northward along 
the slope of the hill, and was in five min­ 
utes more caught up and killed within a 
few yards from the.edge of the mud.

was

sumed, and presently a boar of unusual 
size broke covert not far from his prede­ 
cessor’s place of death, and headed straight 
aeross the mud. The ambushed

galloped 
wildly toward 
him, 
pre 
ceded as 
before by the 
dogs. 
The 
boar 
stopped 
to 
think, 
and

swerved so sharply to the 
right 
as 
to throw out all tile riders. AVhen sur­ 
rounded a minute later he met tho whole 
rout of men and beasts with the utmost 
gallantry, 
facing 
each way in turn.

received 
a dozen 
thrusts 
with­ 
out flinching, and died game to the last; 
his few living squeaks being, as we 
have premised, marks of dissent, and not 
of fear. When the “ great man large in 
death, lying mightily low," liad been suffi­ 
ciently admired, the hunters regained their 
previous stations, and a fourth boar was 
eventually killed on the mud plain, 


Com posing a n d S tk rk o ty i-ik o M a ch in e. 
—The compositors of Chicago are consider­ 
ably exercised over startling rumors con­ 
cerning a machine which, it is claimed, will 
do away with the services of type setters 
altogether. It is positively stated that five 
or six of the most prominent newspaper 
proprietors of the country have purchased 
the invention, which has been in course of 
improvement for a year past, and is now 
secured by fifty patents. 
It is claimed that 
a-perfeet machine will cost only $250; that 
by means of a keyboard similar to that of a 
type-writer. matrices are operated until a 
line of newspaper column is completed, 
when, by a simple and ingenious contriv­ 
ance, the line is instantly and perfectly 
spaced ont. but is now only in papier-mache 
indentations—not in type. 
The papier- 
mache line now enters another part of the 
machine, where molten type-metal is intro­ 
duced, and a perfect line drops out, type- 
high. instead of a single letter, as in the 
ordinary type-casting machine. The opera­ 
tion is said to be almost as rapid as type­ 
writing, and that one machine w ill do the 
work of from eight to ten compositors, and 
even more, when it is considered that no 
distribution is required. The lines as cast 
are arranged automatically upon a galley, 
which, when filled, is proved and read as 
ordinary type, an error or change mecessi- 
tatlng the recasting of the line.

o{>enttors do not need to be nrintenr. $11 the 
requirements being Intelllgtfjce hi reading 
munuscript. 
in 
punctuation, 
etc., and 
manual dexterity.—[Inland Printer.

fashionable disease. 
The juice of two 
lemons taken iu half a glass of water before 
each meal is a powerful remedy for rheu­ 
matism, and it is also considered almost a 
specific for interm ittent fever. The juice of 
one lemon taken three times a day in a cup 
of clear, strong coffee, will often cure chills 
and fever, when the disease is stubborn 
and unyielding to all other 
remedies. 
Lemon juice is cooling and purifying to 
the blood, and a valuable regulator for 
m any 
of 
the 
ailments 
peculiar 
to 
spring. 
For its good medicinal effects 
it should be taken without sugar, but 
always somewhat diluted; if clear, its 
powerful add has injurious effect upon the 
coatings of the stomach ami the teeth. We 
know of a physician who used lemon juice 
in a case of sniall-pox. the only liquid 
given, and no other remedies. 
In liiihours 
the disease was under complete control, 
and in one week was entirely cured. 
Hot 
lemonade, with flaxseed simmered in it for 
half an hour, then strained and sweetened, 
is excellent for a cold, but, as it produces 
perspiration, it should be taken only upon 
retiring. 
The white of an egg beaten to a 
stiff froth and whipped ud with the juice 
of a lemon, relieves hoarseness and sore­ 
ness of tho chest at once, taken by the 
teaspoonful baif hourly. 
The pulp of a , 
lemon, bound 011 for 
three successive: 
nights, is said to enre corns, and a few pearl 1 
shirt buttons dissolved in the juice of one 
lemon forms a thick,creamy ointment that 
will almost surely cure them. So we find 
the medicinal properties of the lemon are 
m any and varied; iheir value in culinary 
art is also groat. The rind, thinly pared off, 
is an agreeable flavoring for custards, 
creams and blanc mange. 
It should be 
cooked in the milk ai d removed before the 
other ingredients are added. Tho yellow 
rind only is tit fur use—the white part is 
alwnys bitter. The juice of a lemon added 
to an apple pie, when the appres are not 
tart, or when they have become insipid in 
spring, is a great improvement. The grated 
rind, also, imparta a pleasant flavor, other 
flavorings being omitted. Used in cookery, 
we find this acid fruit makes many deli­ 
cious deserts and relishes, pies, puddings, 
jellies, pickles, candies, etc.—[American 
Cultivator. 


Bqcikeels as 
rsospRi-TORs.—W e find 
the following in the Virginia (Nevada) 
CTironicic : 
Bradley, the prospector who discovered 
the new mining camp in Ksrueralda. form­ 
erly known as Lake District, but now 
changed to Hawthorne, gives the following 
account of how he found the rich gold- 
bearing vein on which the la Panta and 
other claims are 
located 
through 
the 
merest chance. The La Panta lode is what 
is known as a “ blind ledge," there being 
no surface croppings to indicate the exist­ 
ence of a mineral-bearing vein at the point 
where it is located : 
In passing along the 
side of the hill Bradley’s attention was at­ 
tracted by a mass of decomposed quartz 
mingled with dirt, that had been scratched 
out by ground squirrels in digging holes in 
the side of the hill, which was fairly hon­ 
eycombed with them. 
He collected some 
of the quartz, crushed it in a mortar and 
horned it out, getting a fine prospect of 
gold. This led him to search for the vein 
whence the decomposed quartz had been 
excavated, which he found by following 
the squirrel holes, which extended close np 
to the rim of the vein or gold-bearing 
ledge, one claim 011 which has been dis­ 
posed of for $>5,000. Had it not been for 
the excavations of the whiskered little ro­ 
dents the gold-bearing vein that is now at­ 
tracting so many prospectors and mining 
men to Ksmeralda might have remained 
hidden for countless centimes.

Some Praetlcal Snggestlons for A void mg 
Cheeked l*ers pirn lion. 
CliectcJ perspiration is the fruitful causo 
of sickness, disease an.! death to multitudes 
every year. 
If a teakettle of water ia boil­ 
ing on the tire steam is seen issuing from 
the spout, carrying the extra heat with it, 
but if the lid be fastened down and the 
spout be p!urged a destructive explosion 
follows in a very short time. Heat is con­ 
stantly generated within the human bc-dv, 
by th e chemical disorganization, the com­ 
bustion of the food we eat. 
There are 
7.000.000 tubes or pores on the surface of 
the body, which in health are constantly 
open, conveying from the system by what 
is called in-ensible perspiration this inter­ 
nal heat, which, having answered its pur­ 
pose, is passed off like the jets of steam 
which are thrown from the escape-pipe, in 
puds, of any ordinary «team engine; hut 
this insensible perspiration carries with it. 
in a dissolved form, very much of the waste 
matte.- of the system to the extent of a 
pound or two or more every twenty-four 
hours. 
It m ust he apparent, then, that if 
the pores of t ire skin are closed; if the mul­ 
titud- of valves which aro placed over the 
whole surface of the body are shut down, 
two things take ¡dace. First, the internal 
heat is prevented from passing off, it accu­ 
mulates every moment, the person ex­ 
presses him self as burning up, and large 
draughts of water arc .'wallowed to quench 
the internal fire. This we call “ fever.” 
W hen the warm steam ia constantly escap­ 
ing from the body in health it keeps ifio 
ah in moist, and there is a soft, pleasant 
feeling and warmth about it. But when 
the pores ar-- closed the skin feels harsh 
and hot and dry. 
But another result follow ■ the closing of 
the porqs of the skin, and more im medi­ 
ately dangerous: 
<1 nr,In outlet for the 
waste ol ;i¡-. body is dieted, it r* mingles 
with the blood, which in a few hours be­ 
comes im pure and begins to generate dis­ 
ease in every fiber of the system—ibo 
whole n ad.incry ¡Y the man becomes at 
once diso-dcrcd, and he expresses himself 
as “ feeling miserable.” The terrible effects 
of checked perspiration 011 a dog, which 
sweats only by his tongue, is evinced by 
his becoming “ mad.11 ' Tho water runs 
from n dog’s mouth in summer, it exercis­ 
ing freely. If it ceases to run, that ia hy­ 
drophobia. 
It lias been asserted bv a 
French piiysici. n that if n person suffering 
under hydrophobia can be only made to 
ported re freely, ho is cured at once. It is 
famidnr to the comm nest oh-'erver that in 
all ordinary forms of disease the patient 
begins to get t ettf-r the moment lie begins 
to perspire, simply because the internal 
heat is pasting off and there is au outlet for 
the waste of the system. Thus it is that 
one of the most im portant means for cur­ 
ing all sickisess i' bodily clcanlim.-s, which 
is simply removing from the m ouths of 
these liit1 pores ili»t gum and dust and oil 
which clog them up. Thus it is, also, that 
personal cleanliness is one of the main 
elements of health; thus it is that filth 
and disease habítate together, the world 
over. 
There ar<- tw > kinds of perspiration, sen­ 
sible and insensible. W hen wc see drops 
of water on the surface of the body as the 
result of exercise, or subsidence of fever, 
that is sensible perspiration—perspiration 
recognized by the sense of sight. But when 
perspiration is so gentle that it cannot be 
detected in tie- shape of water drope, when 
no moisture can he felt, when it is known 
to us only by a certain softness of the skin, 
that is insensible perspiration, and is so 
gentle that it may be checked to a very 
considerable extent without special injury. 
But to use popular language, which cannot 
he mistaken, when a man smvcaiing freely 
and it is suddenly checked, and the sweat 
is not brought out again in a very few mo­ 
ments, sudden and painful sickness is a 
very certain result. 
W hat li-eii checks perspiration? A draft 
of air while we are at rest, after exercise, or 
getting'the clothing wet and rem aining at 
rest while it is so. (jelling out of a warm 
bod and going to an open door or window 
has been the death of multitudes. A lady 
heard the cry, : fire at m idnight; it was 
hitter cold ; it was so near, tiicflames illu­ 
minated her chamber. Site left the bed. 
hoisted the win-low and the cold wind 
chilled her in a moment. From that hour 
until her death, a quarter of a century ia’cr, 
she never saw a w di day. 
A young lady 
went to a window in her night-clothes to 
look at something in the street, leaning 
her unprotected arms on the stone win- 
dow-si’l, which was damp and eotd. She 
became an invalid and wiii remain so for 
life. 
Sir Thomas C -¡by, being in a profuse 
sweat one night, happened to remember 
that he had left the key of his wine cellar 
on tlie parlor table, and fearing Ids serv­ 
ants might improve the inadvertence and 
drink some of his wine, he left his bed. 
walked down stairs, the sweating process 
was checked, from which he died in a few 
days, leaving id,000,000 in tho English 
funds. 
His idness was so brief and violent 
that ho had no opportunity to make his 
will, and his immense property wasdivided 
among five or six day laborers who were 
his nearest relations. 
The great practical lesson which we wish 
to impress upon the mind of the reader is 
this : \\ hen you are perspiring freely keep 
in motion until you get to a good fire, or to 
sotuo place where you are perfectly shel­ 
tered from any draft of air whatever._

A W ell Known Citizen of San Francisco 
Shot by a Jealous Husband. 
San F rancisco, October 23d.—B..I. Shay, 
a real estate dealer, was sitting at dinner 
to night in the Nevada Restaurant, 417 
Pine street, with Mrs. Annie Brown, wife 
of J. C. Brown, a mining expert, who for 
some time has been living at Healdsburg, 
and another lady, when Brown walked in, 
and going straight up to the table where 
they were sitting, drew a revolver, and, 
without saying a word, tired three shots in 
rapid succession into Shay. The first bul­ 
let took effect in the right arm, the second 
in the upper part of the same arm. lodging 
under the shoulder blade, the third in the 
right side below the ribs, ranging down­ 
ward. and is believed to be lodged close to 
the kidneys. 
When the first shot was 
tired, Shay jumped front his chair, hut be­ 
fore he could make any attempt at self­ 
defense, or before any others present in the 
restaurant could interfere, the third bullet 
had taken effect, and Shay fell to the 
floor. 
By this time a number of 
gentleman had rushed forward and seized 
Brown from behind, ile made no ctfort to 
tree himself, but said, quietly : '• What 
1 have done 1 had a right to do. Don't be 
afraid- I'm not going to run away.” At 
this moment a policeman entered and took 
him to the police station. An effort was 
made in the jail to interview Brown, but 
he refused positively to make any state­ 
ment, saying if there was anything in this 
matter it would comeout in Court. lie af­ 
terward added that tin to ten days ago he 
had always believed 8hav to be his friend, 
but he had reasons now to doubt that, and 
had changed his opinion of him. Shay, 
who had been quickly removed to his resi­ 
dence, made a remark that this was the re­ 
ward tor till his kindness to Brown and his 
family. He stated that he has known 
Mrs. Brown 
since 
her 
childhood; 
that 
of 
late 
she 
had 
frequent 
O casion 
to appeal 
to 
him 
for 
assistance, as Brown, being without work, 
was in straightened circumstances. “ If.” 
con i iu. d Shay, “ these were the last 
words I had to speak on earth, I say that 
Mrs. Brown would not, or never has dong 
anything contrary to the duties she owes 
her husband, and that Brown’s suspicions 
arc utterly unworthy of her and entirely 
without foundation.” The only cause as­ 
signed for the shooting is jealousy. It is 
feared that the wound caused by the third 
bullet will prove fatal.

CHINA AM) JAPAN. 
A dvices from C hina to Septem ber 17th, 
and Jap an D ates to O ctober 3d. 
Exchanges from China and Japan were 
received yesterday morning per steamer 
City of Rio de Janeiro, just arrived at San 
Francisco, containing advices from China 
to September 17th, and from Japan to Oc­ 
tober 3d: 
CHINA. 
Judge Denny, ex-IJnited States Consul- 
General at Shanghai. will receive $1,000 a 
month in his new position as Foreign Ad­ 
viser to the Corean Government. 
It is stated that Chinn proposes to estab­ 
lish a standing army of 600,000 or 700,000, 
with arms and equipments for twice that 
number in ease of war. Four ironclad 
cruisers have been ordered. 
Tso Tsung-tang, Imperial Commissioner, 
died September 4th. He was the recog­ 
nized leader of the anti-foreign party in 
China, and his shibboleth was always 
"China for the Chinese.” He was, how­ 
ever, anxious to see foreign arts and sciences 
adopted by his people. 
Continuous rains about Canton have 
caused a second Hood, and petitions for as­ 
sistance are coming in from native sufferers 
to the foreign missionaries. 
Under date of September 3d, a corre­ 
spondent announces the death of George 
Washington, second King of Siam. 
Floods have destroyed the second crop of 
rice in the province of Kwangtung. Great 
indignation has been aroused over the neg­ 
ligence of the Chinese officials in not re­ 
pairing the embankments after the first 
floods. 
It is understood that Sir Robert Hart’s 
refusal of the post of British Minister was 
the indication that tlie Customs Service, 
which he liad perfected, is about to relapse 
to the corrupt condition of the native 
service. 
The Danish steamer Expedit went ashore 
in Hainan straits. Her cre-.v and passengers 
were saved, but the vessel and cargo are 
lost.Russell & Co., an American firm, have 
contracted with the Government to en­ 
large the Nanking arsenal. 
A Shanghai firm has secured the contract 
for building a railroad from Peking to 
Chiukiang at a cost of 28,000,000 taels. 
JAPAN. 
The Ja¡Kin llcrald-3fa.il reports cholera 
leas prevalent in Nagasaki itself, hut it is 
raging worse in other parts of the island. 
A convention with regard to money 
orders has been concluded with the United 
States. 
- 
News had been received of the loss of 
the American bark Cashmere, to the south 
of Kagoshima. Seven of the crew reached 
the mainland, and the remaining five are 
believed to be afloat near tlie wreck. The 
United States steamer Ossipee went out to 
tlie wreck. 
In imports a considerable business is re­ 
ported. and in silk a steady demand comes 
from America, l’riees for tea were firm. 
The Prefect of Kanagawa has adopted a 
very bold measure to prevent the spread of 
eholera. Five per; j u s residing in tlie same 
street having been attacked, all the in­ 
habitants of the street, numbering 250, 
were removed, by the Prefect's orders, to 
Nagaura and there isolated, the street, 
meanwhile, being thoroughly disinfected.
